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REMARKS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed the application in light of the final Office Action dated 
February 5, 2009 and the Advisory Action dated April 21, 2009. Claims 1, 3-12, 14 and 15 stand 
pending and are rejected. Applicant amends claims 1, 9, 12, and 15. The amendments to the 
claims have only been done to expedite the prosecution. 



Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $102 

The Examiner rejects Claims 1, 3-12 and 14-15 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Publication No. 2003/0189593 issued to Yarvin et al. (hereinafter "FarvzV). 
Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections for the comments set forth below. 

Amended independent claim 1 recites, "if the change can be locally applied, 
automatically modifying the child node in the locally-stored DOM hierarchy, independent of 
accessing a HyperText Markup Language (HTML) document, to dynamically update a 
presentation of the first UI element without re-rendering all of the displayed page." In particular, 
the DOM hierarchy is modified independent of accessing an HTML document. Independent 
claims 9, 12 and 15 recite similar limitations. While Applicant respectfully disagrees with the 
Examiner's assertion that a DOM hierarchy is an HTML document, Applicant has amended the 
claim to make explicit that modifying the DOM hierarchy does not include accessing an HTML 
document. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of 
independent claims 1,9, 12, and 15 and their respective dependents. 
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CONCLUSION

full allowance of all Claims.
